By fc « jury, gtatutes, is _hereby amended, so that the same shall
read as follows: “If any owner of lands through
which a highway shall be laid ont or sltered by the
supervisors, shall not be satisfied with the sum award-
ed for dama%es by such supervisors, he may within
thirty days after filing of the award of damages in the
office of the town clerk, as provided in the preceding
section, appty to a justice of the peace of the same
town, if there be one, if not, to a justice of the peace
of an adjoining town, for a jury to assess snd appraise
such damages. Such applioation shall be in writing,
describing the premises, and any number of persens
claiming damages on account of such highway, may

serve on two of the supervisors of such town, at least
six days before the time fixed for making such applica-
tion, a notice in writing, specifying therein the name of
the justice to whom, and the time and place when and
where, such application will be made.”
